O ctober 14, 2000, finally arrived. 
For Homecoming Queen Megan 
McGinnis and her eight Maids, 
they could honestly say they were 
“Farther Than We’ve Ever Been Be¬ 
fore.” 

If the week hadn’t been busy enough 
for the Court, Saturday afternoon 
brought a continuous flow of events, be¬ 
ginning with the Alumni Banquet, where 
President Holmes introduced the Queen 
and her Maids to the attendees. After the 
introduction, the honorees excused 
themselves from the banquet and rushed 
to curl hair, reapply makeup, slide into 
their flowing gowns, and hurry to the 
field, where shiny cars and cheering 
crowds awaited them.

Escorted across the field, the Maids 
watched as Homecoming Queen ’99, 
Courtney Applewhite, officially crowned 
Megan as Homecoming Queen 2000. Al¬ 
though the crowning ceremonies had en¬ 
ded, the action on the field continued as 
the Bears charged onto the field to begin 
their pounding of the Bulldogs. 

And, with a convincing 55-19 defeat of 
Gulf Coast, a pounding it was. Quarter¬ 
back Andreco Hines and backs Alonzo 
Ard, Jeremy Myles, and Jacob Prim, and 
wide receiver Joe “Thrill” Hill led the 
Bear offensively. By game’s end, Hill’s 
625 yards on 30 receptions made him 
second in Region 23 statistics in recep¬ 
tions. 

Defensively, linebacker Nick Tynes led 


the Bears with 13 tackles. Defensive back 
Don Gibson had eight tackles, while line¬ 
backer Kelvin Morris, lineman Kevin 
Turner, and linebacker Travis Wesby all 
had seven tackles. While Morris man¬ 
aged two sacks, Tynes and Roy Williams 
each managed a sack of their own. 

When Homecoming 2000 ended, the 
memories lingered. The victory over 
Gulf Coast had added another win to the 
team record, the Sports Hall of Fame 
had inducted two former athletes, the 
Alumni Association had named the 
Alumnus of the Year, and the students 
had accumulated a week of memories 
from their days as Bears. For all, Home¬ 
coming 2000 had taken them farther 
than they had ever been before.

nt body president and chairman of the

te r graduating from Southwest, Dixon 


continued his education at the University of 
Mississippi, where he pursued and received 
a law degree. Beginning his law practice in 
McComb, he was recalled to active duty as a 
pilot in 1951. In 1952, he returned to Mc¬ 
Comb and his practice, but his time in pub¬ 
lic law was short-lived. Recalled to active 
duty once again in 1956, he remained with 
the Air Force as a Judge Advocate until his 
retirement in July 1973, after 30 years of 
service. 

Even after retirement, Dixon has re¬ 
mained active by serving in leadership roles 
in various civic organizations, including his 
term as past president for the SMCC Alum¬ 
ni Association. He is presently serving as 
President of the SMCC Institute for Learn¬ 
ing in Retirement. 

Inducted into the SMCC Sports Hall of 
Fame, Glenn Moore was a 1987 Southwest 
graduate. While at Southwest, he played 
first base and outfield on the baseball team 
and tight end on the football team. Chosen 
to participate in All-State and All-Region 
teams, his efforts on the Bear fields did not 
go unnoticed. 

After leaving Southwest, Moore obtained 
a Bachelor of Science degree in 1993 from 
Northwestern State University of Louisiana 
in 1993. Beginning as a volunteer assistant 
women’s softball coach there, he became 
the official assistant women’s softball coach 
in 1992. His coaching career has taken him 
to Amite School Center, William Carey, 
and Louisiana State University, where he 


led the Lady Tigers to two consecutive 
Southeastern Conference Championships in 
1999 and 2000. Currently, Moore is the 
head women’s softball coach at Baylor Uni¬ 
versity in Waco, Texas. 

The second inductee into the SMCC 
Sports Hall of Fame was Charleen Smith 
Newcomb, a 1955 graduate of Southwest. 
While at Southwest, Newcomb was a mem¬ 
ber of the state championship women’s bas¬ 
ketball team of 1954 and was involved in 
various organizations across campus. 

Newcomb continued her education by re¬ 
ceiving her Bachelor of Science degree in 
education from the University of Miami in 
1968 and her Masters degree in administra¬ 
tion from the University of Tennessee in 
1979. During her career, she coached bas¬ 
ketball, track, and softball and was named 
“Teacher of the Year” twice. After thirty 
years in the teaching field, Newcomb re¬ 
tired in 1999. 

With Southwest as their background and 
years of experience in the professional 
world, Paul V. Dixon, Glenn Moore, and 
Charleen S. Newcomb join the ranks of 
many before them. They have gone the 
distance from their early years at Southwest 
to become recognized, celebrated alumni. 
Achieving this notoriety from the “home” 
crowd shows they are farther than they’ve 
ever been before, but for these alumni, 
these honorees, they have many more miles 
to go before their journeys end.

F or your artistic side, Southwest offers 
Fine Arts classes to enhance your cre¬ 
ativity. Whether you seek a degree in 
art or music or just need the essentials to 
meet your major requirement, Southwest 
provides a variety of courses from which to 
choose. 

Some students prefer art classes. In Draw¬ 
ing I and II, students put pencils and paint 
brushes to the test as they sketch still life or 
campus scenes. Art for Elementary Teach¬ 
ers prepares elementary education majors 
for today’s classroom. Learning craft proj¬ 
ects and basic art designs, these future 
teachers turn trash into treasures. The non- 
artistically inclined may prefer to study 
rather than to produce the arts by enrolling 
in Art Appreciation. 


For those students that view music as a 
must, Music Appreciation, Music Theory, 
Music History, voice lessons, piano lessons, 
or a spot in the band awaits them.

U nderstanding yourself enables 
you to understand others. 
Through health, philosophy, 
economics, history, psychology, lead¬ 
ership, political science, and sociology 
courses, students have an opportunity 
to discover themselves and to under¬ 
stand their community. 

In addition to learning the basics of 
each social science course, students ac¬ 
quire skills and practice in using com¬ 
puter technology through PowerPoint 
presentations and Internet research. 
They assume leadership roles during 
group projects and learn to interact 
with others who share similar or oppo¬ 
sing views. 


After completing classes in the so¬ 
cial science discipline, instructor Mer- 
rielyn Ginn hopes that her students 
have learned how to use the Internet 
as a tool for research, how to read with 
understanding, and how to communi¬ 
cate, both written and orally. They 
should know “how to take facts, work 
through them, and decide on which 
side you want to be. Then select the 
ones who support your opinion.” 

Therefore, a study in the social sci¬ 
ences is more than a requirement for 
graduation. The knowledge gained 
and the experiences encountered are 
essentials for life.

A walk into any business, large or 
small, reveals computers in use as 
employees and employers conduct 
routine business transactions. Thus, com¬ 
puter literacy is a must. 

Recognizing the workforce’s need for 
computer competency, Southwest requires 
its graduates to demonstrate computer pro¬ 
ficiency by passing an Introduction to Com¬ 
puter class or a computer competency exam 
given each semester. Sally Coulter, instruc¬ 
tor of Introduction to Computer and Micro¬ 
computer Applications states, “In less than 
a generation, computer competency has 
emerged in virtually every career. The tech¬ 
nological society of today requires a popula¬ 
tion that is not only computer literate, but 
also competent in the use of the Internet to 
research, analyze, and utilize information.” 
Knowing the impact of the Internet and 


computers on business, economics and ac¬ 
counting instructor Cecelia Brister required 
her students to participate in a stock market 
game called “Investment Challenge,” 
which furnished a realistic view of the stock 
market. After a month of “buying and sell¬ 
ing,” students created and presented 
PowerPoint presentations derived from 
their Internet research and buying adven¬ 
ture. 

This computer experience and simulated 
role as stock owners blended with lectures 
in accounting, economics, business law, and 
real estate to give students the necessary 
information to be successful in the work 
place. 

Thus, Southwest instructors work hand- 
in-hand to create learning experiences that 
keep pace with the ever increasing technolo¬ 
gical advancements that affect the computer 
and business world.

P erhaps the greatest obstacle stu¬ 
dents have to overcome in mathe¬ 
matics is the fear of mathematics 
itself. Students often begin the semester 
by stating, “I can’t do this,” but by se¬ 
mester’s end, many students have con¬ 
quered the enemy. 

At Southwest, a math exists for all. 
Students who never had algebra in high 
school or who have been away from the 
high school scene for many years find 
that Elementary or Intermediate Alge¬ 
bra offers the needed foundation for Col¬ 
lege Algebra success. Elementary educa¬ 
tion majors enroll in Real Numbers, 
while business majors find that Finite 
Math and Statistics satisfy requirements 
for their major. Those enjoying a chal¬ 
lenge or seeking a career in computer 


science and engineering face Tri¬ 
gonometry, Calculus, and Differential 
Equations. 

Whatever the math, instructor Laura 
Calhoun maintains that students need the 
“ability to think both logically and criti¬ 
cally.” Instructor Patricia Seale asserts 
that students “need to know how to 
study” to be successful in any of the math 
courses offered at Southwest, and by 
learning how to study, students gain in all 
educational areas. 

Although students may enter a math 
course feeling uncertain of their success, 
they leave the course having gained con¬ 
fidence that they have received the essen¬ 
tial foundation for continued math en¬ 
counters in the work place or in the 
university setting.

Why did that happen? 

What if I try this? A 
student in the sciences needs to have 
an inquiring mind,” states chemistry 
instructor Mary Guy. Instructors in 
physics, biology, botany, zoology, mi¬ 
crobiology, and anatomy and physiol¬ 
ogy echo this sentiment as they pro¬ 
vide lectures and hands-on experience 
to answer such statements. These in¬ 
structors seek to make the intangible 
tangible. 

Classroom discussions “come alive” 
through weekly laboratory exper¬ 
iments, but even lab experiments limit 
understanding. Therefore, for ex¬ 


tended expansion of classroom lec¬ 
tures, students take field trips to study 
ecosystems and animals not indige¬ 
nous to this area. Bear Lake, itself, 
furnishes bountiful experimental op¬ 
portunities for environmental science 
enthusiasts. 

Through the sciences, students have 
an opportunity to collect data, predict 
outcomes, mix chemicals, examine 
specimens, dissect cow hearts, and 
study the universe to gain an under¬ 
standing and appreciation for life, na¬ 
ture, and the heavenly bodies. In the 
process of acquiring such knowledge, 
students establish goals and exhibit 
self discipline - lifelong essentials for 
any career. 


“Essentially, science students 
need to be motivated, self- 
disciplined, and goal 
oriented. They may not 
possess these traits when they 
first begin, but by the end of 
their time with us, these 
should be predominate 
characteristics. 99

S tudents desiring to complete 
their education in two years or 
less may opt to enroll in one of 
the many vocational-technical pro¬ 
grams. From technical programs in 
the field of child development, com¬ 
puter information systems, automo¬ 
tive mechanics, diesel mechanics, elec¬ 
trical, office systems, law enforcement, 
machine shop, marketing manage¬ 
ment, robotics, well construction, 
EMT paramedic, and licensed practi¬ 
cal nursing to vocational training in 
carpentry, cosmetology, nursing assis¬ 


tant, heating, air-conditioning, refrig¬ 
eration, and welding, students can 
find a vocational-technical program to 
match their interest.

I n addition to team success, many players 
experienced individual successes, beginning 
with the opening kickoff of the 2000 JUCO 
football season. In the season opener against 
Itawamba, wide receiver Desmond Collins set 
the pace for the upcoming season by returning 
the Indians’ opening kickoff 99 yards for a 
touchdown. The Bears struck early and often 
to win 48-6. 

With a record of 3-0, Bear fans feared the 
Bears of old had returned during the Jones 
game. Unable to earn a touchdown, the Bears 
relied on a pair of errant point-after¬ 
touchdown conversions and three field goals 
by Brad Boyd, which earned him the game 
ball, to squeak by the Bobcats 16-15. 

However, the following week’s 50-7 poun¬ 
ding of Co-Lin reassured fans that the Bears of 
old were no more. The Bears jumped out early 
and maintained the pressure to grab a 50-7 
victory from the Wolves. Receiver Joe 
“Thrill” Hill picked up 129 yards, including 
three touchdowns. Twelve Bear rushers com¬ 
bined to carry 47 times for 241 years, and 
Andreco Hines was 4-for-7 passing for 122 
yards. At game’s end, Coach Edenfield stated, 
“This was the most points scored since I’ve 
been here.” Although all victories were sweet, 
trounching archrival Co-Lin may have been 
the sweetest victory of the season. 

At the beginning of the 2000 season, many, 
including the coaches, wondered how effective 
this new Bear team would be. Losing 35 letter- 
men from last season and with most all the 
1999 cast of Southwest’s defense having trans¬ 
ferred to major college football, Coach Eden- 
field stated that it would simply take a little 
more effort to win some ball games. “This 
year, we’ve got good talent, but they’re all 
freshmen,” Edenfield said. “It all depends on 
how quickly they grow up.” And, grow up 
they did. 

With a 8-2 regular season, the Bears made 
the playoffs for the first time in school history 
under the current format. Southwest last won 
the State Junior College title in 1958 and had 
earned the opportunity to capture the title 
once again in 2000. Unfortunately, that win 
was not to be. In the championship game, the 
Bears fell to Hinds, for the second time of the 
season. 

Southwest may have returned to Summit in 
second place, but this young team claimed the 
respect of fellow competitors who learned dur¬ 
ing the 2000 season that the nationally-ranked 
Southwest Bears have the essentials to win!

C omments, such as “we’re going to be 
a running, gunning team...” and “in 
10 years of coaching, this team has 
the best attitude I've ever coached,” made 
by Bears Coach Bill Wallace during the 
opening games of the Bears basketball sea¬ 
son put the team in the right frame of mind 
for a winning season. 

Beginning with its season-opening 102-94 
victory over Mississippi Delta on the road to 
its 101-87 victory over Mississippi Delta at 
its home opener, basketball fans knew this 
team was not afraid to take it to the hoops. 
Thirteen of the 14 Bear cagers who saw 
action in Moorhead scored in the season 
opener. Making the list of high scorers, 
Wesley Haynes led with 23 points, soph¬ 
omore guard Robert Green scored 21 
points, freshman Josh Reed added 14 
points, and freshman Brandon Griffin con¬ 
tributed 13 points.

Partnership Act ended, the funding to 
support two Southwest programs ended 
as well. Realizing the need for these es¬ 
sential programs, Certified Nursing As¬ 
sistant and Truck Driving, President 
Holmes sought and received funding 
through vocational education to reinstate 
them. 

In addition to maintaining programs to 
serve the district, President Holmes en¬ 


sures physical growth to meet the de¬ 
mands of increasing enrollment. By June 
2002, construction should be complete 
for the new Student Union-Cafeteria 
Building, which will afford students mod¬ 
ern dining facilities and other amenities. 

Some may wonder why President Hol¬ 
mes works as actively as he does to ensure 
continuing programs and physical expan¬ 
sion, but people who know President 
Holmes know the answer. President Hol¬ 
mes works diligently and tirelessly for 
those he loves best — the Southwest stu¬ 
dents. 

And, with the student in mind, Presi¬ 
dent Holmes will continue to safeguard 
programs and create facilities so that 
Southwest students will receive more 
than the bare essentials. As the staun¬ 
chest Bear supporter, President Holmes 
ensures that students receive Bear Essen¬ 
tials.

tudents gear up for new year,

A new year brings new prom¬ 
ises, new resolutions for new 
beginnings. For Southwest stu¬ 
dents, the new year meant a new 
semester of work, reunions with old 
friends, opportunities to make new 
friends, another registration, 
changing seasons, and approaching 
spring sports. 

Students returning to campus on 
January 5, 2001, for registration 
faced frigid temperatures with lows 
in the teens and highs in the upper 
twenties to mid thirties.

By the 
end of the second ceremony, Presi¬ 
dent Holmes had presented 188 
AA degrees, 110 AS degrees, and 
39 certificates.
